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&n Army of 500 Snakes Vanquished in a 


Horrible Battle with Hogs. 
From ‘the ¢ incinnati Enquirer. 


A desperate and almost indescribable battle 
between a horde of rattlesnakes and a small 
bune th of hogs occirre d a few a: ays since on 
Abe Lockhart’s place, at the foot of Bia k 
Mountain. This bra; neh of the Allegheny has 
long been noted as the home and rendezvous 
of thousands of black and rattlesnakes of the 
dusk‘ y brown ape Cc ies ¥ hich his ive bee n kk oked 
upon with dread by the hunters from the fact 
that they havealw ays been exceedingly aggres- 
sive and dangerous. For years this mountain 
has been the terror and dread of the people of 
the vicinity, and it is seldom that any traveler 
or hunter has had the temerity heretofore to 
cross the ridge at or near a certain point, so 
numerous and deadly have been the poisonous 
reptiies. 

Gut that has all been changed within the 
past few weeks, owing to the fact that old Un- 
cle Abe Lockhart has" imported from North 
Carolina a bunch of long nosed, lank, long 
legged species of hogs, which from their elon- 
gated personnel have been identified under the 
title of slugdigygers. Uncle Abe had been so 
pestered and annoyed by the army of snakes 
Which infested his farm that he put his wits to 
work and finally hit upon the happy plan of 
importing his lank and bony swine, wnich have 
had the reputation of being inveterate enemies 
of the snake f family. He hauled over the moun- 
tains some weeks since twenty-two big, bony 
hogs of the species above described, and placed 
them in pens, where he kept them well fed and 
treated until a few days since. 

When the old man had concluded that his 
muscular pets had become sutfticiently accli- 
mated and at home he released them from 
their pens, and early in the morning, while it 
was yet cool, and the snakes were still half be- 
numbed or asleep, he went up the mountain to 
a spot where he knew the reptiles dwelt by the 
thousand. <All along the pathway he dropped 
grains of corn until he reached the side of the 
snake pit, asunken spot im the side of the 
mountain containing about half an acre. Here 
he threw down halt a bushel of loose corn and, 
together with his boys Jim and George, took 
Shelter in low trees. Ina few minutes the 
satisfied gruuts of the porkers were heard as 
they followed the trail of corn, until the whole 
drove of h oy’s br oke into view from the under- 
brash. They came on until they arrived at the 
pit, where they stood a minute or two until the 
old boar, an immense fellow, came up, when 
he took the lead, and went grunting down the 
bank into the pit. Allthe other members of 
the family follox ‘ed, until the twenty-two hogs 
were all within the small amphitheatre of a 
half acre. The hogs quickly picked up the 
corn, but by the time they had thoroughly 
cleaned it of the snakes, aroused by the heat of 
the morning sun and the noise of the porkers, 
began to appear from the crevices. <A dozen, 
then twenty, and directly several hundred 
American rattlers writhed their lithe bodies 
from their holes and looked at the porkers 
with brilliant shining eyes and darting 
tongues. 

Then every rattler began toshake his rattles 
making a din and racket which could have 
been heard several hundred yards, while the 
peculiar musky odor arising from the bodies of 
the snakes and hogs became so offensive that 
old Abe and his boys could scarcely keep their 
seats. -One of the boys became deathly sick, 
but overcame the weakness by a hearty pullat 
the old gentleman’s bottle of moonshine, The 
big boar’s bristles began to stand erect as he 
warily gazed at his enemies. The hogs quickly 
backed until they stood in a single row along 
the breast of the small declivity. There they 
stood, bristles erect, snap ping their jaws and 
foaming at the mouth, while the “rattlers, 
headed by several immense fellows, six feet 
long, began to unwind their coils and advance 
toward the hogs. 

Two or three hundred snakes in a mass of 
slimy, surging bodiés, began to draw themselves 
toward the hogs, but they had not crawled 
more than thirty or forty feet away from the 
crevices in the rocks before the old boar gavea 
shrill, infuriated squeal, when the whole drove 
of logs was among its enemies. 

The scene which followed is indescribable 
The hogs charged their enemies, picking them 
up in their jawsand trampling them under 
foot, while the snakes shook their-rattles and 
struck their enemies with their fangs. The tight 
raged for half an hour, a hog retreating fora 
moment’s rest and then recharging into the 
midst of the wreathing mass, ripping and 
trampling the snakes until the ground was lit- 
erally covered with their writhing bodies.

OF THETWO, 


What the Doctors Say and Their Reasons 
For Saying It—Views of Some Prominent 
Physicians on the Subject 

Which do you consider the higher calling, 
doctor's or @ ministers? 

This question was asked a numberof At- 
lanta phycians, whose answers are given in 
this article. 

Dr. Hunter P. Cooper—I think a geod 
Christian physician has more opportunities for 
doing good than a minister could possibly 
have. Hecan reach a class of people who 
would shun and deride a minister. He is 
brought more closely in contanct with the 
effects of sin and can reach a depraved num 
ber of people who never go nearachurch. He 
can inculcate lessons of morality for the 
body’s benefit nntil the mental nature ac- 
knowledges the strength and Wappinessi 
moral life. 

“A physician's influence in breaking a man of 
drinking is greater than any other person’s can 
be, for lhe teaches his lesson by practically 
pointing out the physical wreck the drunkard 
is making of himself. A physician can assure 
aman of his certain death and can make him 
alter his life from a fear caused by an assertion 
he cannot gainsay, and-I think a physician’s 
life, Je d by a true Christian man, is more use- 
ful and noble than a minister’s. On the other 
hand, a bad, low m: mM can be more pernicious 
in the practice of medicine than in any other 
profession; or, he may be a kind, weak man, 
and yet commit criminal Si , s upon his fellow- 
creatures. Any physician who wantonly gives 
Opium or any other ruinous drug, is to 
blame for the result caused by his pre- 
scriptions. 

‘“‘A physician here made an opium eater of 
woman, and the habit caused her to behave in 
a most unseemly manner. Asa result of her 
conduct, a divorce suit is now pending. 

“Was not the physician to bli inf for break- 
ing up a happy home? 

Yes, one powe r in a doctor’s 
or evil is terrible to think of. No man should 
enter lightly upon such a profession, but 
thoughfully, prayerfully si in the fear of God, 

Dr. Gaston—‘‘Do I think a phy sician’s call- 
ing higher than a minister’s? One has to 
draw a line of distinction between a student of 
the son] and of the body. I suppose most peo- 
ple would call a minister's work the highest, 
vet I believe that a conscientious christian 
physician’s life is as high and noble in its aim as 
the best minister’s, and as far as opportunities 
are concerned, the former has by far the most 
for doing good. 

‘‘All physicians should be good Christians, 
and I believe their experience, instead of 
making them skepticai, leadstoa deep and 
profounder faith in immortality, and through 
that personal faith they can influence others. 

‘I must believe in the immortality of the 
soul when I see bodies wasting away physi- 
cally, yet endowed with wonderful spiritual 
strength. 

‘To the physician it is left to tell his patient 
that death is near, and the man who does that 
duty must have the strength to comfort and 
the faith to console. 

‘“ITspent many years of my life in South 
America, where the majority of people 
were little more than pagans. While among 
them I embraced many opportunities of turn- 
ing their thoughts in a spiritual direction. 
During my years among these people I formed 
the acquaintance of one of the noblest men I 
ever knew. He was a Dr. Kaley—a Scotch 
physician, who, after lhe had resided some 
years in South America, became a minister 
also. He said he recognized the necessity for 
a physician to be a minister in such a land. 
The story of his life is beautiful. He admin- 
istered to soul and body and accomplished 
more good than any man IL have ever known.’’ 

De. Hugh Hagen—*‘Of course I think a phy- 
sician’s calling by far the higher. If he isa 
gsood Chris tian he has more o} ppo run itie ~ 
for reaching the souls of his low 
and becomes broader and more a EH ‘tic 
through his daily contact with suifering hu- 
manity. Knowing so wellthe natural sins of 
his fellow creatures, he can pity and compre- 
hend their weakues:, and through that under- 
standing pity can reach their better natures. 
Then, too, I beliove a physician helps man’s 
soul by curing his body. The best Christian 
cannot have an even temper with a bad liv: er, 
and the most spiritual and kindly man will 
become fretftul and impatient under ioug suf- 
fering.” 

Dr. Alexander—“It might look a little 
arrogant in a physician to assert that he thinks 
his profession higher than a minister’s. I will 
not say that, but I do think that a doctor's 
life, when turned to noble purposes is 
quite as high as that of a mini ster’s, and 
J think a physician do more 
self-sacrificing charity than any ceher man in 
acommunity. The reward it brings softens 
and swectens his nature. The male patients 
are seldom grateful but the poor women bring- 
ing their little offerings of gratitude have 
wiuys touched mie deeply. It is with these p 
women’s lives a physician has most to do

Simmons’s Railroad Regulator. 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, introduced Fri- 
day in the house ‘‘a bill to encourage competl- 
tion among railroad companics and to prevent 
railroad companies and corporations within 
this state from diverting goods, wares and 
merchandise from the line of other railroad 
and transportation companies over which the 
‘goods, wares and merchaudise have been con- 
signed.” : 

Section one provides that whenever any 
railroad or transportation company shall re- 
ceive or transport roods, Wares, or m¢ rehan- 
dise of any descr: either directly from 
the shipper or from some other carrier, to be 
delivered at any pointin this state, and such 
railroad or transportation company shall, 
either inthe way bill or billof lading, or in 
any manner, receive from the consigner or 
shipper instructions thatthe same are to be 
carried to a destination over a particular line 
orroute, it shallde unlawful for any such 
company to divert the same or deliver 
the same to the consignee § except 
over and through the line indicated 
in the way bill or bill of lading. 

Section second provides that when any com- 
pany violates the first section so as to deprive 
any other company of the right and privilege 
of transportation, such company so violating 
this act shall be liable to the company de- 
prive’ of its right for the full freight charges 
it would have been entitled to receive if the 
goods, consigned as aforesaid, had been actu- 
ally transported by them. 

Section third provides that when more than 
one company, in one shipment, shall violate 
this act, the right of action may be maintained 
against either of the companies violating this 
act: if the goods have been diverted from more 
than one company, each of said companies, 
shall have a separate right of action. 

Section fourth provides that the courts of 
the county to which the goods were consigned, 
er of any comnty in which the company vio- 
Jating this act has an agent, shall have juris- 
diction to try the cases arising under this act. 
The court, in addition to freight charges, 
awards reasonable counsel fees to the plain- 
tiffs.

Report on the Inebriate Asylum. 

The commission on inebriate§ asylum 
have transmitted their report to Governor 
Gordon. . At the last session of the general as- 
sembly a resolution was adopted requesting 
Dr. Eugene Foster, of Augusta; Dr. J. P. 
Logan, of Atlanta; Hon. Waiter B. Hill, of 
Macon; Dr. T..O. Powell and ion, R. N. La- 
mar, of Milledgeville; Dr. J. T. DeJarnette, 
of Eatonton: Dr. Seth N. Jordan, of Colum- 
bus; W. G. Whidby, of DeKalb; Rev. J. G, 
Gibson,. of Crawford; Hon. Howell Cobb, of 
Athens; Colonel J. Hi. Estill, of Savannah, 
and lIion. W. H. J. Ham, of Gaines- 
ville, to investigate the utility and 
feasibility of establishing in the state an asy- 
lum forthe care of inebriates and those ad- 
dicted to the use of opiates, provided caid com- 
mnission would serve withort expense to the 
State. They were anthorized to submit their 
report tothe governor to be transmitted to 
the general assembly with such recommenda- 
tions as he may deem best. 

The commission recommend the establish- 
ment of an inebriate asylum as a state institu- 
tion, separate from the lunatic asylum. There 
are now sixty-two inebriatesin the state lu- 
natic asylum. 

The commission regarding inebriety a dis- 
ease liold it to be the duty of the state not onlv 
to provide an asylum for their care and cure, 
but hold that it is detrimental alike to ine- 
briates and lunatics to comfine them in the 
same institution. They suggest the location 
of the institution at some healthy point in up- 
per Georgia, not in any city or town and to be 

overned by a board of fi 
by the governor, commissioned at first appoiut- 
ment for one, two, three, four and five years, 
and subsequent appointments for five 
years. Alloticers of the institution to be 
elected by the board of trustees, A building 
capable of accommodating one hundred pa- 
tients,-one like the female convalescent build- 
ing at the state lunatic asylum could be built 
for a sum not exceeding $50,000. As the in- 
mates would consist largely of pay patients, the 
commission thins the institution would be 
nearly self-sustajning. The commission indorse 
the report of the special committee of the gen- 
ral assembiv in 1873 on this subject, and 
make ita part of their report. That commit- 
teo consisted of Rev. L. R. Gwaltney, D. D., 
,W.E. Dearing, M.D., J.P. Logan, M. D., 
y H, Carlton, M. D., and J. L. Hamilton, M. 


Reducing the Number of Election Days. 


Mr. Bell, of Forsyth, introduced in the 
house Friday a very important bill chang- 
tng the time of holding general elections in 
the state.

Wednesday in January, 1889, the election for 
governor, secretary Of state, tre: surer, comp-

roads and réVenues, tax collectors, tax receiv. 
ers, county surveyors and all other officers 
whose duties are entirely of a county nature 
be held on the Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, provided nothing in this act 
shall be construed to change the term of office 
of any of said oilicers.”’

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THE RAILROAD SITUATION, 


“The Terminal Policy” and Mr. John H. 
Inman Cummented Upon by G. T. Fry. 

Epitrors Constrrution: A number of com- 
munications have appeared in Tur ConstitTvu- 
TION in which the Terminal company and Mr. 
Jobn H. Inman ‘are made to figure conspicu- 
ously. Some of these communicatiens have 
been from your correspondent, ‘“M. J. V.” 
whois said to be in the employ of Latham, 
Alexander & Co,, Wall street. New York, and 
while he is so employed he is understood Mm 
New York to be on very intimate terms with 
Mr. Inman, and in his communications to re- 
flect that gentleman’s sentiments. Readers of 
Tue Constitution will remember that when 
Mr. Inman first beeame prominently connect- 
ed with the Terminal company that “M.J. V.’ 
foretold that theTerminal company through 
Mr. Inman would consolidate. under one man- 
agement the railroads of which the Georgia 
Central and the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia are composed, or that Mr. Inman 
would bring about an association among the 
officers ef all southern railroads for the ur- 
pose, as he expressed it, of protecting such 
railread property. Among the means to be 
employed by Mr. Inman according to 
“M. J. V..’’was to prevent the building within 
given territory of weat he termed new and 
unnecessary railroads. 

“M.J. V."’ has entitled himself to the posi- 
tion of Mr. Inmau’s confidential friend and 
correspondent, or to be ranked as a prophet, 
at least so far as the consolidation of the three 
great systems of railroads in the south 
under one management isconcerned. Whether 
it willbe Mr. Inman’s purpose to prevent the 
bnilding of new roads within this territory 
remains yet to be seen, or what railroads he 
may conclude to allow to be built, cr whatter- 
ritoiy he will allow new roads to occupy, 1s 
also fer the future to determine. In your 1s- 
sue of the 15th, you publish quite a letter oyer 
the name of Mr. Inman, setting forth the fu- 
ture policy of the Terminal system, and asking 
at the hands of the people a fair trial. He re- 
minds the public that the people are protected 
by the different state and governmental rail- 
road commissions and that they 
have’ their remedy should any abuse 
prevail. He also Says that 
management of tho Terminal company 
the hands of meu who have the mutual 
ests of the railroads and country at heart. 
Now, Messrs. Editors, nobody supposes that 
Mr. Inman is either a bad or an over ambitious 
iman, and while as a general rule it is ex- 
tremely unsafe have any one man or set of 
men to have lod: is or their hands the 
vast power incident to the extensive railroad 
system of which Mr. Inman is the head, still if 
there was a possibility of this gentleman 
always remaining at the head of this combima- 
tion the people might to a degree feel safe. 

Mr. Inman elected to his oilice 
for only One year at a time. 
The stock that now controls his 
election may at any time pass into alion, or, so 
far as Georgia and the south are concerned,un- 
friendly hands, who could, by the abuse of the 
vast power Mr. Inman has,created, seriously 
injure every interest in Georgia and in the 
south. 

Again, Mr. Inman’s power. if not termi- 
nated by tho action of his stockholders, is lia- 
ble at any time to be terminated by his death, 
and who will be his successor no one can_ ftore- 
tell; but it is ineontrovertilly true that the 


power he now promises to use to the benefit of 


his people might easily be abused to their | 


serious injury. 

What new railroad enterprises will Mr. In- 
man and his associates now undertake ? 

What new territory willthey build a 
road through in Georgia. 

Several years ago when Atlanta was moving 
to build an independent line of railroad from 
Atlanta to deepwater, THE CONSTITUTION 
published what purported to be a telegram 
from Mr. Inman proposing.to take one million 
dollars of the bonds to build said road. Could he 
now be induced to take a million dollars of the 
bonds to build the road through the same ter- 
ritory, or will he in the interest of the Termi- 
nal company, of which hefis president, under- 
take to prevent the building of this road? 

We shall see. Atlanta today needs an inde- 
pendent outlet to deepwater worse than she 
ever did for she now has, practically only one 
line of road to or from her borders. 

Can any man detine the difference betweena 
town or city having only one line of railroad 
belonging to one man, or having a dozen lines 
of railroad all belonging to and operated by 
oneanan. In either case the community so sit- 
uated, so far as freight and passenger rates are 
concerned, is atthe mercy of the one man 
power and is only protected to the extent that 
the law may be abie to afford protection: com- 
petition not figuring in the case at all. 

The cotton receipts at Atlanta from the first 
of September tothe 1I4th of November, 1887, 
were 67,529 bales. 

From the first of September to the 14th of 
November, 1888, there were 37,855, showing a 
decrease of 28,446 bales. Now then, if this is 
not the result of Inman’s railroad con- 
solidation, what has occasioned it? 

We havethe same teritory from which to 
draw and the cotton crop is a fair average. 
An explanation of this vast failing off in re- 
ceipts at Atlanta is certainly in order. 

A few years ago Atlanta’s cotton receipts 
were nearly 200,000 bales. Railroad consolida- 
tion began and Atlanta’s cotton receipts began 
to fall off. 

A few more years under the present system 
and Atlanta will cease to be a cotton’ market. 
Atlanta has been, is. and will continue 
to suffer in many of her commercial 
interest by railroad combination or discrimina- 
tion, 

Take for instanee the wholesale grocery 
business of Atlanta. I am informed by those 
who claim to know that this business has de- 
clined to the extent of fully one-half. 

I am myself engaged in a great public work 
in Georgia, and in the prosecution of this work 
have encountered in more quarters than one 
the stubborn, bitter opposition of persons con- 
necied with the management of the property 
now in the Terminal system. 

All combinations that destroy competition 
are hurtful to the people. They ought 
to be arrested by the strong hand of 
the law, The legislature of the § state 
of Georgia, as a matter of protection to the 
people, ought to revoke every charter that has 
ever been granted to any railroad company, 
where such company has, in violation of the 
provisions of its charter or of the constitution 
or laws of Georgia, combined with any other 
company or corporation to prevent competi- 
tion or create a monopoly. 

Tothisend sooner or later the legislature 
will be compelled to enact laws with severe 
penalties against any and all persons operating 
any railroad under a combination to prevent 
competition and create monopoly. RKespect- 
fully, GEORGE.

A Grand Demonstration of the Colored Peo- 
ple of Charleston. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., November 17—[Special.] 
—The effect of Harrison's election on the 
south, and especially on the prostrate state, 
continues to be the absorbing topic of-conversa- 
tion and discussion here. There is some sig- 
nificance in the grand republican demonstration 
Which took place last night and in which up- 
wards of 6,000 negroes took part. Republican 
demonstations in this city heretofore have 
been rather dangerous affairs, owing principally 
to the boisterous character of the colored peo- 
pie and to the insults which were thrown out 
to the whites,and also to the exceedingly bitter 
remarks of the speakers, which were calculated 
to arousé and inflame the passions of the 
blacks and invariably did it. ‘The demonstra- 
tion last night was of an entirely different 
character. It was large in numbers and en- 
thusiastic, The torchlight procession was 
about the biggest ever seen here, and while 
the ‘‘man and prother’’? whooped it’ up 

Harrison to the extent of 

ability, he did it with 
the best nature .possible. There was also a 
marked absence of ivritating mottoes on the 
transparencies, which was due, probably, to 
istriictions from the republican leaders. 

After the procession had paraded through 
the principal thoroughfares a mass meeting 
was held at baseball park. The attendance 
could not have numbered less than 10,000, 4a 
very large portion of the andience consisting 
of women and children. Speeches were made 
by Dr, W. DD), Crum, a colored physician, and 
the republican county chairman; ex-)ost- 
master W. N. Taft, the only white man in the 
procession, and others. Here, too, the same 
conversation was noticeable. There was no 
incendiary talk. The speeches were mild and 
pleasant, and the remarks were confined 
almost entirely to national issues. This was 
so utterly different from the usual republican 
campaign gatherings here that the opinion 
generally prevails that the demonstration was 
directed from high republican sources. 

-There is also considerable talk about the 
efitorial published in the News and Courier 
yesterday, and which foreshadows a peace 
policy as regards the south by the incoming 
administration. Leading democrats are divi- 
dedin opinion. A considerable number of 
them are of the opinion that President Harri- 
son will keep hands off the south as far as 
local self-government is concerned, and leave 
the states to solve the race question as best 
they may. Their ideais that by the admis- 
sion of the new states in the northwest the re- 
publican party will so strengthen its forces as 
to be independent cf the solid south, with New 
York, New Jersey and Connecticut thrown in, 
and to be able to control all future elections, 
especially on the line of protection, on which 
there is a considefible difference of opinion in 
thesouth. The irreconcilables, on the other 
hand, predictall manner of oppression and 
disaster to the south, and are disposed to de- 
nounce those who hope to better things as 
traitors. The situation on the whole is a very 
peculiar one, at least in the palmetto state.

DOWN A MAN WHO HAD 
WRONGED HER. 


A TRAGEDY IN AN OMAHA HOTEL 


A Gay Young Man After Paliwing Off His 
Mistress as His Wife, Deserts Her— 
She Follows and Kills Him. 


Omana, Neb., November 17.—Harrtv W.King 
was the victim of a terrible tragedy enacted m 
this city at 8 o’clock this morning. <A few 
weeks ago Browning, King & Co., well known 
clothiers of Chicago and elsewhere, opened a 
branch here. Harry W. King, son of one of 
the proprietors, has been boarding at the Pax- 
ton hotel with a wouran, ostensibly his wife. 
At 7:50 o’clo¢k this morning, a fair haired 
lady-like woman arrived{from Chicago, and 
registered as Mrs. H. W. King, Jr., and pro- 
ceeded tothe victim’s room. Calling him to 
the door some conversation ensued, she up- 
braiding him, while he urged her to go away 
and leave him. She finally said with tears in 
her eyes: 

‘Farry, will you take meto breakfast? I 
mean you no harm.’”’ 

He repulsed her roughly and started for the 
elevator. She followed, and overtaking him, 
drew arevolver and shot him in the mouth. 
He staggered away; she followed and fired 
three more shots, when he fell down stairs 
leading to the rotunda, dying immediately. 
She rushed after him with the smoking re- 
volverin her hand. Kneeling by his side, she 
sobbed: 

“T’ve murdered my husband.”’

The woman was cap- 
tured yesterday, and upon her person, sewed 
up in her clothing, was found $1,200 in green- 
backs, which she alleges Bunch gave her im- 
mediately after the robbery. 

Few men have lived a more adventurous 
career than EK. F. Bunch. Born in Noxubee 
county, Miss., he entered the confederate army 
at the age of 16 years, and by daring and bray- 
ery s00n won his straps. At the close of the 
war he migrated to Amite, La., where he 
taught school, but, becoming involved in some 
trouble, he pulled @ip stakes and emi- 
grated to Texas, settling in Cook county, 
where he continued to follow  teach- 
ing. Bright, intelligent, witlr polished 
manners, he soon established thimself as a 
popular favorite, and almost before he had ac- 
quired citizenship he was elected county and 
district clerk. He held the office for two terms, 
and then dispcesed of a handsome landed prop- 
erty which @e had accumulated, moved to 

Vichita county, in the Pan Handle, where 
for a brief period he engaged in the publica- 
tion of a newspaper at the county seat. 

Throughout all this time he was regarded as 
amodel citizen, uprightin his dealings, tem- 
perate in his habits, and peaceable in disposi- 
tion. But now and then wild stories of dissi- 
pation and high old larks, which received no 
credence, Were putin cireulation, and in his 
new home Captain Bunch was esteemed one of 
the best citizens. 

One of the stories was to the effect that 
Sunch, while on his way to St. Louis, became 
intoxicated at Texarkana and struck a negro 
porter over the head with a six-shooter. He 
was arrested by the marshal and placed in the 
calaboose, but on searching him the marshal 
carelessly overlooked a revolver Bunch had 
concealed under his vest. As he stepped in- 
side the cell he drew his: weapon and cover- 
ing the marshal with it, compelled the officer 
to change places with him. ‘Turning the key 
upon the imprisoned oflicial, Bunch coolly 
walked to the train, hich was then just 
ready to start, and stepping aboard, continued 
his journcy. 

About eighteen months ago Bunch removed 
from the Pan Handle, but he gave no intima- 
i future location. He was seen 
frequently at Dallas, Forth Worth, and other 
prominent railroad points. When the train 
robbery occurred at Benbrook, in June, 1887, 
certain circumstances led the officers to sus- 
pect Bunch as one of the men concerned in the 
affair. Immediaiely after the robbery Dunch 
appeared in Dallas and Fort Worth, in both of 
which cities he lost large sums of money at the 
gaming table, and frequently boasted that 
there ‘‘was plenty more where that canie 
from.’’

he Glen Lea saloon, where Banch was drink- 
ing, aud attempted his -arrest upon papers is- 
sacl by a United States commissioner.

‘citizen would go so heavily armed, he 
narked that a man who had passed through

g arsenal himself, and with that he 
stripped his undershirt.

Happenings of the Week in the Olid 
World.

Beruix, Novemper 17.—The em peror’s 
speech at the opening of the reichstag Thurs- 
day iS awaited with an exciting interest, aris- 
ing from a revival of the war alarm. Official 
opinion is that,although no unusual pomp will 


attend the ceremony, the emperor will open } 


—e reichstag in person. If the tone of the 
semt-ofticial press were a guide. the speech 
would plainly remind the Germans that they 
Should be on the alert, menaced as they are by 


| Powerful military neighbors on both sides. 


ut the semi-official press do notthis time 
represent official opinion. There certainly is 
some restlessness in high circles and uneasiness 
in financial quarters, but it will surprise both if 
the emperor's speech does not tend to reassure 
tem inregard to his pacific intentions. It 
vi ill allude to the results of the imperial policy 
in cementing the tripartite alliance and will 
proba bly be suffused throughout with a spirit 
of optimism which ought to extinguish the 
new war scare. It will otherwise be rather 
barren of interest. Allusions will be made to 
the army and navy administration, colonial 
development and the Bismarck-Salisbury 
agreement in regard to the suppression of the 
slave trade. Some projects of important in- 
ternal bearing will filla measure of imperial 
references. 

The reichstag will first appoint a president 
to succeed Baron Wedell-Pusdorf, who will be 
made minister of the royal household on the 
advent of the emperor. Herr Von Levet Zow, 
who filled the office from 1881 to 1884, will 
probably be his successor. Herr Von Leyetsow 
is now landes director of the province of Bran- 
denburg. He is a eonservative and left a fine 
record for capacity as president during the 
years he filled the office. The  pros- 
pects are that the session will be pacific and 
uneventful. Brisk party encounters are likely 
to occur over the colonial policy, progressists 
and socialists combining in hostile criticism. 

ue center will join with nationalists and con- 
servatives In support of the government, espe- 
cially in relation to the slave trade blockade. 
The new Russian loan is fast raising discon- 
tent among the German bourses. The reports 
OLanalliance between. France, Russia and 
Spain, and rumors of Russian troops on the 
frontiers of Germany, are phenomena which 
are associated with the Russian loan. Another 
tripartite alliance against the central European 
alliance of Germany, Austria and Italy has not 
yet been achieved, but it is aimed at in Min- 
ister Goblet’s speech before the chamber of 
deputies in defense of the vatican. The speech 
was meant to allure Catholic Spain toward a 
sympathetic neutrality, if not an actual alli. 
ance with France. 

The Berlin foreign office is quite alive to the 
crowing understanding between France and 
Spain, but an eventual alliance of the two 
countries is deemed very improbable, 

The fact that Russia is pushing fresh divis- 
ions toward the frontier of Germany demands 
keen attention, although men of business need 
not discover in these movements any imme- 
diate threat against Kuropean peace. The 
Cologne Gazette. and other papers show 
the same uneasiness, although they concur 
in considering it improbable that Russia will 
openly hasten forward her war preparations at 
the very moment she is appealing for a new 
loan. Nevertheless, the money market does 
not like to see Russia borrowing money. The 
bourse in Paris does not consider the loan an 
unmixed evil, since it arranges to use one- 
third of the whole amount for conversion. 
This fact modifies the hostility to the loan in 
Berlin. Still no subscription List will be 
opened in Berlin and Frankfort. On the con- 
trary the semi-ofticial press advises investors 
to unload on Paris. It is hoped that the re- 
opening of the French market to Russian 
loans will facilitate the sales of German 
holders. The Post issues a warning against 
investment by Germansin Russian bonds. The 
paper concludes that the purpose ‘of this loan 
is to strengthen Kussian credit and encourage 
the belief that her permanent policy will be 
pacific, so that she may, ere long, raise a larger 
sum designed for war purposes. Already dur- 
ing the week large amounts of Russian stocks 
have been transferred in Paris, where buyer 
appear to be influenced by other than busines 
ideas. A spirit akin to mad excitement rela 
tive tothe Panama canal speculation incites 
the French investor to risk his money in favor 
of his beloved ally. Russian securities have 
fallen 4 per cent here since Thursday. 

The German and English consular authori- 
ties in Zanibar are about to issue a similar 
proclamation forbidding German and English 
subjects to contract with the slave owners for 
asupply of slave labor. This edict will be 
difficult of enforcement, as there are a num- 
ber of ports and stations where the status of 
men hired for work is doubtful. 

Consul Vohsen, agent of the German 
African company, at Zanzibar, has withdrawn 
his resignation. Other officials ,who have had 
their hopes quickened by the Anglo-German 
agreement, will remain at their posts also. 

Paul Reichart, the African traveler, has a 
vigorous article in the Deutsches Wochen- 
blatt, a free conservative organ, in which he 
criticizes the inactivity of the German govern- 
ment at the outbreak ofthe natives in a recent 
insurrection on the coast. Reichart is no friend 
of the Anglo-German compact. He prefers to 
see the Germans act independently. “he 
Wochenblatt draws the government's atten- 
tion to the statements and demands that it ex- 
plain why the cruiser Moerve lay passive at 
the anchor of Kilwa while two offi-

Lord Randolph attached the greatest impor- 
tance to the maintenanee by England of an 
imperturbable and friendly attitude towards 
the United States. He regarded the attitude 
taken by Mr. Cleveland after the rejection of 
the fishery treaty by the senate as an untortu- 
nate one. The utmost allowance ought to be 
made for the American position on the Sack- 
ville affair in view of the time at which it 
occurred. Mr. Cl®veland’s action had been 
rather sharp, but it did not justify the men- 
aces, sneers and sulks in which the newspapers 
of England had indulged. War between 
England and America, he declared, would be 
more atrocious and dangerous than any war 
since God created the earth. He trusted thas 
the government’s policy towards the new 
Washington administration woultl be con- 
ceived with a view to making the American 
people our best allies in all questions and to 
producing durable friendship between the 
English speaking races, thus guaranteeing to 
humanity in turn the blessings of liberty and 
peace. Lord Randolph approved of the gov- 
ernment taking measures to repress crime in 
Ireland, and strongly advocated restriction of 
trafiic in intoxicating drinks.

OFFERING AID 


TO THE CONVENTION OF KNIGHTS 
OF LABOR, 


DISTRICT ASSEMBLIES TO THE RESCUE 


Thousands of Dollars Proffered tothe Con- 
vention — Proceedings of the 
Knights Yesterday. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,,November 17.—Until a 
late hour last night, Thomas B. Barry and 
committee on appeals and grievances were 
meeting together. Mr. Barry was heard at 
length and the committee announced that the 
whole matter would be brought upon the floor 
of the convention this morning. ‘The commit- 
tee on the state of order got the floor ahead of 
the grievance committee this morning and tire 
time was devoted to hearing its reporis. On 
the recommendation of this committee, the 
treasurer was ordered to pay the delegates 
mileage on the last day of the session at the 
rate of four cents per mile each way. In view 
of a balance of $49.59 reported as _ being 
in the treasury some fears have been expressed 
by outsiders that there would be no money on 
hand to pay the mileage. 

This morning it was announced that $5,000 
had been received by the treasurer since No- 


new charters, showing over twenty new as- 
semblies within about two weeks. lKepre- 
sentatives of Glassmen District Assembly [00 
announced that in the case of need they had 
$100,000 from the general executive board 
could draw as muchas needed. District Assem- 
bly 48, of Cincinnati, offered 25,000 as a gift 
and others volunteered various sums, making 
an aggregate of $150,000. Nearly every dele- 
gate tried to make some offer, and by so doing 
proved the falsity of certain newspaper stories 
regarding the bankrupt condition of the 
order. Since this showing the members 
are jubilant and are not slow in 
showing*® their good feeling. . It was 
futher decided that unless for cood reasons 
given, no member who left for home before 
the end of the convention would he entitled 
to mileage. A resolution had been introduced 
to the effect that no action should be taken on 
the question of immigration restriction. This 
was adversely reported, and aftera lively de- 
bate, in which the question of foreign immi- 
gration was pretty thoroughly discussed, the 
comuinittee report was adopted. ‘This settles 
the fact that the general assembly wishes 
some action taken iooking toward a restriction 
of foreign immigration, but just what means 
will be taken to bring about such result cannot 
now be predicted. The committee on the 
state of order still had the tioor when recess 
for dinner was taken. 

A subscription of money for the payment of 
mileage and other neccessary expenses was an 
indorsement of the Powderly administration, 
and the scene, when it was done, was an exhi- 
bition of the general master workman's ability 
to take j;prompt advantage to test 
the devotion of the delegation 
tohim. Whenit appeared that more money 
than was in the treasury was needed, District 
Assembly 30, Pittsburg, glass workers, placed 
the contents of its treasury, amounting to 
one hundred thousand dollars, at the disposal 
of the order, and handed in $5,000 for im- 
mediateuse. Powderly took advantage of the 
opening thus made, and called on these who 
wanted to help, stand up. The majority of the 
delegales rose, and quickly announced the 
money thev would give, the amount reaching 
$150,000, As has been already stated, this is 
a practical indorsement of and expression of 
confidence in the adininisiration, which 
indicates that the present general master 
workman’s advice will be taken, and he will 
be urged to remainin office. It means that 
Powderly has the support of the majority, 
although. the minority is still awake aad ac- 
tively opposed. They have been working 
quietly pending the verdict on the Perry ap- 
peal in the proper committee, and the general 
assembly. 

At the afternoon session the committee on 
appealsand grievances got the attention of 
the general assembly, and reported the cele- 
brated Barry case. Thomas L. Barry, of 
Michigan, member of the general executive 
board, was expelled from the order by that 
board for circulating villifying reports about 
the other members. Barry claimed, in various 
interviews, and notably in his speech] last 
spring in Cooper union, in New York, that 
T. V. Powderly and his close advisers were 
extravagant and corrupt, and by their mis- 
management were fast destroying the Knights 
of Labor as an organization. The other inem- 
ber of the board expelléd Barry from the 
order, and as he claimed that he had not been 
given a fair trial, according to the laws of the 
order, anappeal was taken from the decis- 
ion of the board. This appeal came from 
an assembly of Dayton, O., through L. &. 
Dosch, and was made by that asseinbly because 
of Barry’s claim of unfair treatment. As has 
been already said, the matter was under con- 
sideration by the grevance committee last 
night, and by unanimous vote they deci- 
ded in fayor of . the general 
executive board. Their report was 
made to the general assembly this afternoon, 
and the debate then began. George Schilling, 
of Chicago,then took the floor in Barry’s behalf, 
and made a strong speech in favor of the ex- 
pelled member. : 

General Master Workman Powderly resigned 
his chair to Secretary Elliott, of the grievance 
committee, and made a careful statement of 
his side of the case. 

Hugh Cavanaugh, of Cincinnati, and many 
other able speakers followed, and the debate at 
times was rather warm, but for the most part 
in cood temper. 

Attheend of the debate the roll was called, 
and the general exeeutive board was sus- 
tained by a vote of 122 to 24. It is claimed by 
various delegates that those figures do net ex- 
actly represent the relative strentgh of the Barry 
and Powderly forces, for of the twenty-four, 
they say not more than half a dozen are actu- 
ally Barry’s close friends. Others place the 
number at three, and all agree that many 
voted against the board for legal reasons, and 
would support Powderly on any question of 
policy.

Adventures of Two Famous ‘'Gater Do- 
stroyers. 
Special Correspondence of the Globe Democrat. 

KISSIMMER, Fla., November 5.—As long as 
the Florida ’gator remains extant, and proba- 
bly longer, will the stories of the adventures 
of “‘Alligator Ferguson’’ and “ Alligator Platt” 
be told and retold for the edification of the 
northern tourist. Both of these men confived 
their hunting expeditions to the saurian, and 
weg won undying fame by their success in this 
ine. 

Ferguson was a character in his way and @ 
very unique one. He was tall and spare, pos- 
sessed of great muscular strength and was 
very active. He was quick with his gun, and 
at one time was reckoned one of the best shots 
in south blorida. He was a humorous fellow 
and delighted in nothing better than to rest 
around a good camp fire and spin out his yarns 
by the hour. He didn’t contine his hunting 
operations toany particular section, but he 
traveled all through southern Florida from 
Tampa to Biscayne bay and from the saw grass 
ficlds of lake Tsala Apopka to that 
big inland sea—Okeechobee. He has 
probably killed more aliyators than any other 
hunter now living. For months and months 
ata time he would camp out in those wilds, 
his} only musie the deep roars and growls 
of the savage denizens of the Iake and 
morasses. People say that he really lived 

nuch among them that in time he Léon 
half alligator himself. He certainly knew of 
their babiis, and could at any time effect a 
capture of just what he wanted, whether 
young, nedium sized or vets, were wanted. 

At that time (1870-1852) alligater huntin 
was far more profitable than now. The teet 
wero worth $4 to 86 per pound, and five to tem 
pounds per week was not mueh of a succes&. 
After killing the ’gator the head was cut off 
and buried. After four or five days it was ex- 
humed, and the teeth would then be all so 
leose as to readily fall gut. The mercan- 
tile part of the hide was the smeoth skin 
under the belly, it being soft and pliable. The 
tough, mail-like covering of the top and sides 
was too rough to be of any value, though the 
Seminoles used them at times for shields. 

Ferguson, at first, seldom skinned his vie 
tims, as tle hides had to be “packed” so far 
for shipment. Afterward as he ascertained 
their value, and the railroads extended 
their lines he utilized every portion, and made 
a good living by their slaughter. Fisfi-eating 
creek, below Tampa, was his favorite haunt, 
as he claimed that ‘gators en the yulf coast 
had better teeth than their neighbors and rele 
atives of the interior or the the cast coast. 
‘Those that live in or near salt water are of 
stouter build, andthe head is larger in pro- 
portion to the body, and their temper is also 
more savago. 

Decoying the saurian within reach of hisgun 
as he lay snugly concealed on the edge of some 
grass pond, was one of his favorite methods,- 
Hic could bark like a dog, imitating it to per- 
fection, and when he had once begun it would 
not be long before scores and scores of black 
snouts would be seen appearing on the surface 
ofthe water,and enger ’gators would come 
within easy reach of his trusty rifle. Another 
method was to take a small pig or puppy along, 
and by pinching the tail make it squeal or 
whine. " Young, or old pig either, for that 
matcer, is a favorite morsel for these reptiles, 
and no matter how indolent they. may be, or 
how much inclined to be wary, a pig’s squeal 
will bring them in hot haste. 

Old Jimmie Gates, an old Okeechobee hunt 
er, relates the following: . 

Hie was hunting alligators one spring morn- 
ing near Lake Tohopexaliga, and had a fine 
young blooded pup with him. Coming to a 
small covein the lake that promised 
sport, he began looking for his game. 
dog, seeing some ducks near by, jumped into 
the water to swim after them, barking loudly 
like all young preys. Suddenly, at the center 
ofthe pond he was seen to struggle, as if 
seized by something under the water, and hig 
bark became changed toa yelp of pain and 
fear. Inasecond he was drawn under the 
water. There was a great commotion, and 
the blood-stained waters showed the imane- 
ner of his death. Scores sof black shouts 
soon appeared on top of the water, swim- 
ining around as if looking for more lunch. 
C:ates was inad, and determined on revenge, 

‘It riled me mortally tosee my purp gob 
bled down iu that ar way,’’ said old Jimmie, 
‘and I just laig fcr’em ’gaters. That purp was 
wuth aciean $00, and I was going to make 
them ‘gaters pay for ’im.

Ishot and shot and shot, and killed 
lots of’em, I had tied the dog and giv’ hima 
kick purty often so he kept up howlin’, and the 

ig gators were too hungry after dog meat te 
mind me. I just killed till 1 got too tired to 
shoct eny more and then I let the purpgo. I 
fot over seve nty heads, and | don’t know how 
many sunk where I couldn't get them,” 

Ferguson is now living on Florida Keys, 
having now given up alligator-bunting.

The amounts due in Macon in some instances run 
considerably over $1,000. It is suld that a Savannah 
irm of cotton factors lose over $50,000. 
Baum & Bros, did a large’ general 
merchandise business in Wilkinson and 
several neighboring counties. They operated three 
stores, one each in Toomsboro, Irwinton and Dub 
lin. The main store was at Toomsboro. They 
shipped a yast amount of cotton. Certain knowing 
ones say they had been anticipating the failure 
some littie while. Itis said that they bope soon to 
resume business. The direct cause of the faliure 
has not been learned at this writing, though it is 
understood that they had a great amount of uncol- 
lected farmers’ paper.

Chattanooga.—The city is in a hich state of 
excitement over the development which the de- 
tectives have just made in reference to the European 
hotel fire, which occurred last Monday night, 
in which four lives were lost. that 


It ‘is sta 
positive evidence has been obtained that one of 
the persons burned in the fire was robbed and after- 
wards murdered with a hatchet, and the hotel was 
set on fire tocover up the crime. It has further 
been learned that the skull of the victim was 
crushed in by a heavier blow, but the coroner's 
jury failed to discover that fact. Three valises 
which belonged to one of the persons who perished 
in the flames, haye been found. They contained a 
large sum of money, and were cut open witb a 
knife. The detectives have been at work on the 
case ever since the fire occurred, and have spotted 
the guilty party. Warrants for his arrest on charges 
of murder, robbery and arson are now 
in their hands, but he issupposed to hare left the 
city. They hope to locate him inside of the next 
forty eight hours, when all the facts will be brought 
to light. 

Itis reported that Jack White, of Atlanta, who 
was said to have lost his life, was not at the 
hotel at all, but that the body identified as his was 
that of a man from North Carolina. The detectives 
are certain that they have all the evidence neces 
sary to convict the party for wHom they are look- 
ing.

At fiftecn minutes 
before eight the convicts began coming out on the 
roof and seven appeared. One made, the rope fast 
and lowered himselfto the ground, where the o.her 
guards in waiting arrested him and took him back 
into prison. Another, W. T. Henson, in from Hum- 
phreys county for incest. started to the rope, when 
the guards ordered him to stop. Henson started at 
Guard Burnett with a razor, when Burnett fired, 
wounding him and killing a convict behind Hen- 
son, John Stevens, The gun was iloadeli with 
buckshot, several of whicl%:ruck Stevens in the 
head, two penetrating his eye, Stevens was in from 
Memphis for five years for larceny and had pre- 
viously servedija term from Madison county underthe 
name of John Stevens. When Burnett fired there 
were several shots fired from the outside, presuma- 
bly from friends of the prisoners, several of which 
whistled uncomfortably close tothe guards. The 
parties who fired them could not be discovered. 
The shooting of the guards drove the prisoners 
back totheir ccs and queUed the excitement. 
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an unknown negro wes found lyingin an alley by 
two officers. He was taken to the stationhouse, 
vyhere he died a few hours later without making 
any statement. A post mortem examination show- 
ed that the negro had died of starvation, no food or 
nourishment of any kind having been into his 
stomach for some time. An inquest was held, bu® 
the identity of the dead negro or the reason of his 
strange suicidé were not learned.

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HOW ZOLA WORKS.

\*Ifow the French Novelist Lives and Writes 


His Femarkable Books. 
From the New York Epoch. 

Zola in private life must not be judged by 
novels. He has always led an exemplary ex- 
istence and his tastes are of the mest bourgeois 
Kind. Married in early life to a young girl in 
humble station, Zola has always been a home 
body. Outside of a very few friends he has 
never received any company, and in the way 
of visits he has limited his calls to a very few 
friends, such as Daudet, Concourt and Char- 
pentier. 

The nevelfst’s Raris apartments is in the 
Rue Ballu, but he spends only two or three 
months here, when he is superintending the 
rehearsal of a piece or makiuvg researches at 
the library. The rest of the year he lives at 
Medan, a little village overloking the Seine, 
not far beyond the forest Saint-Germain, where 
he is one of the municipal. councilors of his 
communo. His study is an immense room, 
hung in tapestries, at one end of which isa 
large divan, covered with silk cushions and 
Oriental stuffs. A window, occupying nearly 
one side of the room, gives light, screened 
through glass paines painted in rich tones and 
representing flowers and peacocks in all! sorts 
of attitudes. In preparing his novel ‘‘La 
Terre’ he went into the Beace country, hired 
a hut, a horse and carriage and traveled about 
from@arm to farm, talking with the peasants. 
After he has collected ail his material he 
makes a gencral plan of his book, then another 
plan dividing the work into its various parts, 
and for each of these parts he classifies the 
notes he has taken. When he begins to write 
the nove] he continually stops to make notes 
suggested bythe work asit advances, and these 
daily notes are added to those already classi- 
fied for future chapters. 

Zola is very methodical about his work; he 
has a regular task that he performs each day. 
Up at $ in the morning he takes a short walk 
with his dogs before eating his breakfast. At 
9 he sits down to work and write until 1, when 
the daily task is.finished. After the noon meal 
he takes a nap, and at 3 o’clock he is.awake 
and ready for his mail which arrives at that 
hour. After dinner and a chat ora game of 
billiards with his friends,tif any have come out 
to see him, he retires to his study and reads 
late into the night before retirlng. As soon as 
one novel is finished he generally takes a few 
week’s rest before beginning another book,and 
during this time he gives himself up to the 
pleasures of rural life, gardening, boating, etc.

200,000,000 Worth of Metal in the Clay 
That Underlies Philadelphia. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

The ground on which Philadelphia is built 
is one of the richest gold fields in the world. 
This is afact. The only difficultyis that the 
field cannot be worked. Nearly the whole city 
is underlaid with clay tothe depth of about 
ten feet—an area say ten milessquare. A cubic 
foot of clay, weighing 120 pounds, taken from 
a-depth of fourteen feet when the cellar of the 
Twelfth street market house was exeavated, 
was practically demor.strated tocontain seven- 
tenths of a grain of gold, or one pound in 
1,224,000. The experiment was repeated with 
about the same results with clay taken from a 
brick yard in thesuburbs. Supposing the whole 
mass of clay to be 4,180,000,000 pounds (and 
it is really much greater), the amount of gold 
would reach in value the enormous sum of 
$126,000,000, The gravel is much richer in 
gold than the clay, but there is not so much of 
it. Undoubtedly §200,000,000 worth of gold 
lies within fifteen feet of the surface and still 
it caunot be used.

The killing of Joe Hall, the rowdy. roysterer, 
gambler and all, round border tough, by Her- 
bert Reynolds, the cowboy, at Whitman, this 
State, one year ago, was a sensational murder, 
and One that created much excitement at the 
time, although but little about the affair was 
ever heard of through the Omaha press. 

_Joe Hall, the victim of the tragedy in ques- 
tion, made his appearance at Whitman, about 
the time the Aurora & Broken Bow branch of 
the B. & M. reached there. Nobody knew 
whence he came, or who he was, and cared less, 
for he soon became a holy terror in the embryo 
city, and some of his deeds for cowardly bru- 
tality and fiendish heartlessness surpassed any- 
thing known in the criminal annals of the wes- 
tern part of the state. ~ 

An original was this border buily, worthy of 
a word or two of description. In his physical 
and moral man, he was a complex character. 
A big, broad shouldered” hybrid, having in his 
veins at least three separate streams of blood— 
European,.Mexican and Indian—with a dash 
of the devil to give a preternatural spice to the 
compound. He was amost repellant character 
in all things, fearing God aiter a fashion, but 
seemingly without the slightest fear of man. 
When I mentioned that he was cowardly, I 
only meantin the infliction of torture upon 
the victims of his hatred, offenders either real 
or imaginary. He possessed an inexhaustible 
fund of thrilling stories and information rela- 
tive to early overland life, and many an hour 
was whiled away by his reckless companions in 
listening to his recital of countless and varied 
adventures. He was a man of probably fifty- 
five years of age, yet, notwithstanding his 
roamings throughout the world, was very igno- 
rant. His associates had always been of the 
lawless class. He never went unarmed, and 
like all bullies, derived much satisfaction in 
the display of his knife and his six shooters, 
and he was not slow in the use of either. 

When he made his debut in Whitman he 
seemed to have plenty of money, and after a 
weck’s syree, in which he shot the mirror and 
ali the bottles and glassware to pieces in the 
*Rizzle Dazzle,” saloon and hurdy-gurdy 
house, run then by John Duke, but afterward 
by the notrious Doe Middleton, and wound up 
the debauch by shooting a cowboy from the 
Figure Four through the lungs, and sobered up 
andstarted a dance house, gin mill and gam- 
bling hell, known as the ‘‘Headquarters.”’ 

As before stated he soon became a terror to 
the cowboys, graders, and the motley crowd of 
horse thieves and desperadoes who congregated 
there, and ruled the town like a potentate of 
old. 

Asasample of the man’s total disregard for 
life, and his incredible nerve, I will relate an 
incident in his life at the trading post of Marrs, 
on the Niobraro, as it was told me by one, Tom 
Donaldson, and old buffalo hunter, who still 
resides at Whitman. 

‘Yas, sir,’ said Donaldson, ‘ this man Hall 
was aeregulur built screamer, the hardest, 
toughest crowd I ever crowd knew. Fifteen 
teen years ago he was with the Nor’-west 
Fur company,and I was with the Hudson 
Bay, and one night late in the fall, a lot of us 
boys dropped in at Morris’. We were all sit- 
tin’ round the stove in Furney’s saloon, lyin’ 
and jokin’, when finally we got iton Jake 
Thompson, about as big a ruffian as Hall hiin- 
self, Hie asked us all up to drink, and we 
were standin’ along the bar wishin’ each other 
purty good luck an’ all that,in walked Joe 
Hall and four or five of his partners. In ’em 
days you probably knew the Northwesters and 
Tiudson Bay men didn’t trot in the same class 
—it was the navy or the knife on the slightest 
pretext. 

‘Hall and his frien’s stood afore the stove a 
momept, when Joe, in an insultin’ tone, re- 
marked: ‘I say fellers, it hain’t harf a man 
as’ll take his whisky in the presence of gentle- 
men an’ not ax ’eimn to jine,eh?’ Then afore 
any one «ould reply, he continued, ‘1 say, 
Thompson, maybe you don’t know me, an’ if 
you don't, all I’ve got to say is that I’m the 
biggest humped-back dummedary ‘long the 
Niobrara, an’ I can eat more sow-belly, chaw 
up more terbacker, and whip any two-legged 
monkey that walks. Am I to have a drink ?’’ 

‘‘l see businessin Jake’s eye, and sort o’ 
loosened up my sixes fur mergencies. I was 
jest in timne,for when Hall took a step to’ards 
the bar, Thompson turned on him iike a flash, 
and dashin’ his whisky in his face said: ‘Yas, 
there itis, ‘un I kin make you eat this 
glass!’ e 

‘“‘Everybody drawed, but as we war ‘bout 
evenly matched, no one seemed anxious to take 
the first crack, We talked it over a minute, 
then we all ’greed to let Jake and Joe have 
thar knives only, an’ settle it *twixt thein- 
selves. ’Course they’s willin’ and as they 
drew their charges we all backed up agin the 
wall to gin ‘em fair play an’ plenty o’ room. 
The next minnit they were . together, and as 
luck would have it, Hall dropped -his knife at 
the first fashshay, and as he went to recover it, 
Thompson knocked him on his back, an’ with 
one knee on one arm and ’tother on his breast, 
Jake lay his long knife on his throat. 

“*Thar, Joe Hall,’ said ‘Thompson, ‘if you 
had me in sich a tix, what’d ve do?’ 

‘*T’d cut your bloody throat from ear toear!’ 
cried Liall, with ap oath. 

‘And tothe disappointwent of all us Hud- 
gon men Jake let him up, and extendin’ his 
fist, said: 

‘**Take it, Hall you're a good un, an’ come 
up here and take a drink!’ 

I thought the'above a pretty good story, but 
offered no comment, as Donaldson isn’t the 
wildest-mannered man 1 have ever met, and 
his breath sinelt like a gin-mill then, so I ac- 
cepted the story, treated, and said never a 
word, 

But to the killing of Hall. One evening just 
a year ago last October, after Hall had been 
running the ‘‘ Headquarters’’. a couple of 
months, he got drunk and amused bimself by 
making everybody, at the point of his six- 
shooter. to either sing, damce or treat, who 
happened in his place. 

Every citizen of Whitman knew whata 
drunk for Joe Hall meant, and it may be well 
understood that the patronage of his dive fell 
off very materially on such occasions. Only 
the roughest and most desperate would ven- 
ture to approach his bar or gaming tables at 
such times, 

Hie had just finished with a couple of young 
cowvoys Whom he had left dancing for fully an 
hour, varying the monotony by shooting ihe 
floor full of holes under feet, when Reynolds, 
a cowboy from one of the upper ranges, and a 
stranger in the town, dropped in. He had 
heard the music and the shooting, and went in 
to see what was up. 

He had no sooner crossed the threshold when 
Hall staggered up to him, and swinging his'six- 
shooter in his face, cried, ‘‘You’re jest in time, 
young feller, were all dry; come up and 
treat.”’ 

‘Tl can’t doit,’’ said Reynolds. ‘I kaven’t 
got any stuff, and I don’t want to be throwed 
out,” and he tried to laugh and make Hall 
think that he took it aj] as a joke. 

‘Haven't any money,” growled the drunken 
bully. “Well, then, what excuse have you fur 
bein’ on earth? Lookout! did that hurt?’’ he 
quickly added, as he jammed the muzzle of 
his revolver into Reynold’s face, cutjing a 
gash in his lip, and all but Knocking him 
down. 

‘What kind of treatment is this to show a 
man ?’’ said Reynolds, as he wiped his bloody 
lip with his sleeve. “I haven’t done a thing; 
I really have no money; but no man can treat 
me like a dog,’’ and his eyes fiashed like coals 
of fire. 

“Thy can’t, eh?” leered Hall; ‘‘well, how’d 
you like that?’’ and as he spoke he deftly 
whirled his six shooter in his hand, grasping it 
as it revolved by the barrel, and before Rey- 
noldse could protect himself, the big bully 
struck him an awful blow with the butt full 
in the face. The blow did not knock him down, 
but the second one did, and he was scrambling 
upou his hands and knees to get out of the in- 
furiated brute’s way, he kicked him through 
the open door into the sands of the street. 

Reynolds’ nose was broken and his face ter- 
ribly lacerated, and he staggered into Manner- 
ing’s oflice and fainted.

A TRADITION OF THE HUB. 
Curious Fatality Which Pursues the First- 
Born Sons of the Crockett Family. 

There isa certain family in Boston which 
suffers from a mysterious hereditary curse of 
the sort one reads about in hair-elevating sto- 
ries of the supernatural. ‘The first son born to 
every daughter bleeds to death. 

The story as to the manner: in which the 
affiiction originated cannot, of course, be 
vouched for, says the Boston correspondent of 
the St. Louis Globe-Dernocrat. It has to do 
with a wicked great-great-grandmnother, who 
murdered a rich uncle by opening one of his 
veins with a poniard, in order te get possession 
of the old gentleman’s vast wealth.

So much for the explanatory tradition. The 
fact is that for many generations the Crookett 
family of Charlestown—which is a part of 
Boston—and vicinity has been pursued by a 
lemorragic Neinesis. The first son born to 
every daughter, even to remote cousins, in- 
variably bleeds to death. All other members 
of the Crockett tribe are exempt from the 
mysterious trouble.

The oldest one 
now living is a Mr. Surrat of Melrose, who has 
been accustomed when he wanted a tooth 
pulled, torevise his will, visit his relatives and 
bid them good-by, as though it were likely to 
be forever. Life isan extz7a hazardous task 
when you area vbleeder. Thusit happens that 
eldest sons of the Crockett family, direct and 
collateral on the maternal side, are found to be 
engaged in grave digging and other harmless 
avocations, which are not likely to occasion 
incidental hurts. 

A curious story, is it not? And yet the 
writer begs to offer his personal assurance that 
it is true in every respect.

A Terrible Dramatic Scenein theSan Fran- 
cisco Criminal Court,

“John McNulty,have you anything to say ?”’ 

‘‘No, your honor, I have nothing to say. 
Everything lies with ny attorney.”’ 

McNulty spoke quietly and withant a tre- 
mor as he stood looking atthe judge. Atthis 
moment his young. wife, with her baby in her 
arms, broke through the crowd and took aseat 
by his side. She was followed by McNulty’s 
aged mother, who sank into another chair and 
stired around excitedly. 

Judge Murphy then narrated the circum- 
stances of the killing, which occurred on Sec- 
ond street. McNulty had quarreled with his 
employers and Collins, and an attempt was 
made to settle the matter by a fis t fightin Ja 
vaeant lot. This was interrupted, and the next 
day Collins and the defendant met on the 
street and Collins desired to resume their 
friendly relations. McNulty answered in a 
surly tone that he wanted to fight. 

They parted, and McNulty turned around 
and followed Collins. Someone observed him 
draw a weapon, and cried: “Look out, he’s 
gota gun!’’ Collins turned, and received the 
bullet in his right eye. He died instantly. 

“This was a cruel murder,” said Judge 
Murphy. 

MeNulty’s mother grew more agitated. 

“It was unjustifiable and deliberately com- 
mitted,’’ the judge continued. “You gave him 
not a moment’s warning; not achance to 
make peace with his Maker; not a moment to 
offer a single prayer.” 

Judge Murphy’s tones were clear and cold. 
Perhaps he suppressed any emotion he felt to 
avoid a scene; but, if so, he failed. 

“One duty alone remains,”’ he said, ‘and 
that is to pronounce judgment onyou. Itis 
ordered that you be given ir“ the custody of 
the sheriff, to be imprisoned in the county 
jail until the day set for your execution, and 
that then you-—”’ 

The mother was on her feet. McNulty did 
not move, bat his mother clutehed the table 
andtrembled. His wife cried soitly, and the 
baby wailed plaintisely. 

‘‘Be hanged by the neck—”’ 

“Oh, God! My boy! Oh—!” 

She flung her arms around the condemned 
man’s neck. <A depnty sheriff gently drew her 
away. 

‘‘Until you are dead!”” A wild shriek rang 
out and the hopeless look of agony stood in 
the mother’s face. 

‘*You—you—you shall not kill my boy!’’ she 
sobbed. “This is death tome, Oh, Johnny, 
my child, are you goingto leave your old 
mother ?”’ 

‘‘Order in the court. The court has not ado 
journed yet,’’ cried Judge Murphy. 

-MecNulty stooped and kissed his mother. 
The tears filed his eyes, but he said nothing, 
and gradually the blood receded from his face, 
leaving it deathly pale.

In the af- 
ternoon we went and were warmly greeted by 
the old lady. ‘I am so giad you've come, 
Brother L——,and brought your wife,’ said 
she. ‘I’ve been waitin’ and waitin’ you don’t 
know how anxiously ever since Brother Jones 
went away, which is nigh onto three months, 
and there hasn’t been a preacher in this house 
since. I’ve got some little thing to do thas 
I’ve ben a-savin’ till the minister’ come, and 
now you've bronght Sister L——.

A Pointer for Pedestrians, 
From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

The influence that the surface of a sidewalk 
has upon -the ease with which a pedestrian 
gets about can only be realized vy close obser- 
vation and experiment. Take a number of 
sidewalks, all slightly undulating, and experi- 
ment. It will be foand that a polished stone 
sidewalk requires fully one-half more exer- 
tion to traverse than an equal distance of 
granite pavement docs. A brick walk gives 
much less fatigue, while the iron walk, cast 
with little projections, is by far the easiest of 
auy to walk upon. My attention was called to 
this while making a series of walking races 
with a man who invariably passed me on going 
home. Do what I could, [ could not keep pars 
with him on the smooth stone. One night, 
however, I chanced to- take to the iron walk 
that was inside the stone, and to nry surprise. 
found that I excelled him in spced, with far 
less fatigue to my limbs than when being regu- 
larly distanced on the same footing.

Soda Inatead of Coal. 

At the Baldwin locomotive works there are 
in course of construction four locomotives whi B 
are designed to run by. soca, which takes the place 
t fire under the boiler. Soda has much the same 
ower as coals says the Philadelphia Record, with 
out any of the offensive gases which that fue 
emits. The engines are now nearly finished and 
are to be shipped within two weeks to Minneapo- 
lis, Minn... and are to be run on the streets 
of that city, where steam engines are forbid 
den. Theengine bas much the same appearance 
asapassenger car. It isabout sixteen feet long, 
entirely boxed in, with no visible smokestack. or 
pipes, as there is no exhaust oi refuse. The boiler 
is Of copper, 8444 inches in diameter and 15 feet 
long, having tubes running through it asin steam 
boilers, Jnside the boiler will be plae “ five tons of 
soda, which, upon being damped by aietof steam, 
produces an intense heat. When the ‘soda is thor- 
oughly saturated, which willoccurin about six 
hours, the action ceases and then it is necessary io 
restore it to its original state by forcing through the 
boiler a stream of snperheated steam from a Ssta- 
aT boiler, which drives the moisture entirely 
from the soda, whenit is ngain ready for use. 
The exhaust steam from the cylinders 
is used to saturate the soda, and by this means all 
refuse is used, These engines are the first of thelr 
kind that have been Luutin this country, and are 
being constructed under the supervision of George 
uch r,aGerman engihecr, The engines will 
have the same power as those on the New York ele- 

vated roads, Soda engines are used in Berlin ana 
other European cities very suceessfully, and they 
also traverse the St. Gothard tunnel, under the 
Alps, where the steam engines cannot be used, be- 
cause the leirgth of the tunnel renders it impossibie 
to devise a systein of veutilation which will carry 
off the foul gases generated by a locomotive. So 
overpowering would these gases become that sufio- 
cation would ensue. 

Jay Gould on Lates. 

Mr. Jay Gould is quoied by the Stockholder 
assaying that he believes the necessities of the 
situation will compel western roads to come to an 
understanding and advance traffic rates. “If the 
present recklessness coniinues,’’ he goeson to say 
‘‘a half dozen of the great banking houses here and 
in London, who sold to the public the securities of 
some of those warning roads, ought to issue a joint 
letter warning the managers who are de- 
stroying the properties which they are 
employed to build up that unless achange of pol- 
icy is made at once they,(the bankers) will ask the 
public to deposit its stock with them with a view to 
a change of management, as was recently done by 
J.8. Morgan & Co.,af London,in the case of St. 
Paul, That action onthe part of London worked 
like a current of electricity ia certain quarters, and 
a similar course should be directed, thoughon a 
larger scale, against other managemelits. Then 
those warlike officials would. b egin to fight for fair 
rates instead of big tonnage only. " 

The East Tennessee Lease. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 17.—A 
special from Knoxville says: Chancellor Gibson 
rendered a decision on the second bill filed by the 
minority stockholders of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad against the directors of 
that company, and the Richmond and West Point 
company this afternoon, Complain: was made that 
the holders of first preferred stock had no right to 
elect a board of directors without the participation 
of holders of second preferred and common stock, 
and an injunction vas prayed for. stop- 
ping the election of the directors advertised 
to be held bere next Wednesday. The court held 
that the plaintiffs had been in posscssion of stock 
certificates for two years bearing on their face the 
conditions and agreements under which they were 
issue and that the complaint was not justified 
either in law or equity. The decision on the first 
bill will be made next Saturday. It pravs for an 
injunction agai: #: the transfer of the East Tennessee 
road tothe Terminal company.
